On both these points, speculation and exploitation, ths ^opes ban : y 
spoken strongly against them in the past 70 years. 

On the other hand, the professor to whom I am referring thought 
that you hadn't made sufficient application. Applying the crlticiam 
of speculation and exploitation in our oountiy, it seems that thes*

It seeas that such occurrences are practioallj 
inevitable in a free society. If to are going to have freedon rtj^her 
than strict regimentation, then the government will naturally finl 
it very difficult to curb all abuses. The difficulty with comunlan 
Is that It si^jpresses freedom, as you Indicated, in order to obtain 

efficient. 

Tou mentioned that tliere are good and bad points In each systm 
and that possibly the best system would be a fusion of the good points 
of both cai)ltallsm and oanmunlsm, something approaching aocialln. 
It seems that socialism might work In a small society but again, when 
wo apply this to our own country. It appears that we are verv comnler 
and that It would be very difficult for the govemjiBnt auf ficientiy 
to control such a complex society as ours along the Uibs of sociallm. 
Also here again, socialism moans the saorlfice of freedom In practle* 
if it la going to work. Freedom seems to be a fundamental hunan value 
preoious to every man. I think that freedom can be retained ar»i jet 
we can still have a just economic, nolltloal airi snclal «v.t.aj. nr 
course this requires that each man live to the oblleations and 
responsiblUtios of respecting the freedcm of other men and exercising 
his own freedon In a Just way. Perhaps it is more difficult to achieve 
a Just social order by relying on individuals to show Inltlatlw aid 
responsibility In respecting rights and living xip to duties, but it
